The Lunatic Fringe Hangs 
Ravings on the Cairo Line

'M’EARLY 90 dynamite blasts have echoed around the country in the last two 
"V years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who 
1 ave publicly backed these groups. FBI and internal security agents had long 
tleen on the bombers* trail, but when a $100,000 gash was torn in the Jewish 
Temple at Atlanta, Ca., last October, a grim and startlingfact leaked out for the 


first time. 

Practically every operation 
fitted into a national pattern 
which, authorities believe, 
was etched by a loose-linked 
network of American neo- 
fascist groups peppered 
around Die country. 

Tliis hate corps, smashed in 
the -I0s when it openly supported 
Hitler while other Americans 
fought him on the battlefields, 
today has fmerited as it fifth 
column action in behalf of 
President (inmnl Abdel Nasser 
of the so-called. United Arab re¬ 
public and his dreams of empire. 

FASCISTS DEMAND 
AN AMERICAN HITLER 

Since mid-October, in New 
York ami other states, f have 
been seeking out the men and 
the groups tailored into the net¬ 
work of iiate and violence, listen¬ 
ing to their boasts and threats 
and admissions, reading their 
printed ravings, checking on 
their connections. I have com¬ 
pared my findings with Lhe 
otl'icials whose job it is to lit Lhe 
con fused jigsaw puzzle together. 

In the process, aspects of litis 

conspiracy I lint at first, seemed 
wildly Inconsistent or bordering 
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on fantasy gradually fell into 
line and made sense. 

The fascists, many of \vhnni 
still strut at closed gatherings in 
facsimiles of the Nazi Brown- 
shirt uniform, spew out hyster¬ 
ical propaganda against Amer¬ 
ica’s government and institutions 
and openly urge their replace¬ 
ment with a Hiller (or Khvush- 
chev) style corporate state. 

What at first appears to be 
only misplaced or demented ideal¬ 
ism turns out on closer examina¬ 
tion to be surreptitious big bus¬ 
iness. In some cases, the annual 
turnover runs well into six 
figures. 

The men behind this hale 
racket revere Adolf Hitler. One 
of them, a ruggedly handsome, 
fuehrer-minded Virginian named 
George Lincoln Rockwell, whose 
name has been linkeil with the 
men on trial for the Atlanta 
bombing, expressed the general 
idea for all his fellows when ho 
told me: 

"Adolf Hiller was a gift from 
an inscrutable Providence. He 
was a world savior in his lime.”

Cairo Tie Is Seen 
To Temple Bomb

A few hours after the Atlanta, Ga., temple blast 
-t*- on last Oct. 12, Cairo Radio, which is under the 
personal supervision of United Arab Republic Presi¬ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser* went on the air with an 
item titled: “Americans, Not Arabs, Bomb Syna¬ 
gogues.” 

There is a mass of evidence of direct liaison between 
agents of the UAR and leaders of the American race groups 
held responsible for the bombing by U. S. authorities. 'But 
five days were to elapse before this fact was revealed in an 
exclusive story in The News and it is uncertain whether 
the title on that broadcast item was self-conscious or not. 
Cairo Radio added: “It is 


reported from the united 
States that unknown persons 
have destroyed a synagogue 
in the city of Atlanta. 

“It is further reported that 
publications throughout the 
Southern states are carrying hos¬ 
tile article? against the Jewish 
community.” 

The rn." did not explain 
where that second statement 
originated. The publications, how¬ 
ever, could only have been those 
put out by America’s neo-fascist 
croups whose activities identify 
them daily more closely as a 
Nas ser fifth column in the U.S. 

Such nale sheets as Common 
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Sense, published hy Mc- 

(linley in Union City, N. J., hiuI 
The Cross and the Flag, pul out 
in I.os Angeles hy (Jerald L. K. 
Smith, print a routine combina¬ 
tion of pro-Nasser and nnti- 
Jewish propaganda. These and 
other similar periodicals, most of 
which have been listed as sub¬ 
versive by the Attorney (ieneral, 
always flood into areas afflicted 
by riieial incidents and violence. 

Developments in Cairo that 
mid-October day grew more and 
more interesting. 

The radio newsreader had 
barely gone off (he air after his 
piece on the Atlanta bombing 
when further reports crowded 
over the international news wires. 
They told of the angry official 
and public reaction that had re¬ 
verberated across the 1 ). S. 

Especially disturbing was the 
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news that the FBI had been or¬ 
dered to investigate. 

Cairo Hadio did not mention 
the dynamiting again. Ami an 
Egyptian editor acquaintance, 
here recently on a visit, told mo 
that his and every other paper 
spiked the story of the bombing. 

When The News ran its ex¬ 
clusive from Atlanta a few days 
Inter, asserting that the inves¬ 
tigators’ trail might lend from 
middle. Georgia to the Middle 
East, a visible shudder went 
through Egyptian officials in the 
U. S., even though Cairo was not 
then named. | 

One member of Egypt’s diplo- ■ 
matic service was overheard to 
remark, with a lamentable lack • 
of diplomacy: "This is awful. . 
Someone must have been very j 
stupid." 

Manhattan’s .Inmgs II. Madole, 
one of several petty] uchi'ers who 
Btrut around the U. S., produced 
an ingenious sidestep. At a meet¬ 
ing ncld in the N'oln Studios 
above Steinway Hull, 113 W. fifth 
St., he charged (and repealed in 
a leaflet priced at a modest 25c a 
copy) that Atlanta's Jews had 
blown up their own synagogue. 

CALLS REACTION ATTEMPT 
TO APPEASE JEWISH VOTE 

Titled "The Untold Facts Be¬ 
hind the Synagogue Bombing," 
Madole said it “hod set off a 
chain reaction from President 
Eisenhower ... to five uncm- 

I iloycd nationalists who arc being 
egally crucified ... to appease 
the Jewish vote. An unprece¬ 
dented wave of publicity has 
swept tho entire United Slates 
calling for the suppression of all 
‘bate literature.’ " 

By “hate literature," Madole 
explained, he moans “any publi¬ 
cation which has the temerity to 
criticize the un-Amerienn ac¬ 
tivities of the Jew and his 
multimi)lion-d o I I a r propaganda 
agencies.” 

"Let us,” Madole continued, 
"analyze the facts. Which group 
has gained more from the veri¬ 
table epidemic of bombings and 
dynamitings culminating in the 
Atlanta explosion?" 

The dynamitings in Clinton, 
Nashville, Jacksonville, Miami 
and other Southern cities, Madole 
said, have been used by the Jew¬ 
ish press “to rally Catholic and 
Protestant clergy behind the 
fundamentally Jewish-sponsored 
drive for complete racial integra¬ 
tion. - " --

Moreover, he added, "reports 
of bomb threats and the wave of 
violence, bombings and 'hate 
literature’ around the country 
brought pledges of increased con¬ 
tributions to support the Ameri- 
cnn-Jcwish Committee and the 
B’nai B'rith." 

"Quite obviously." said Madole, 
who stares as he talks, with wide 
eyes that never flicker and seem 
to be focused on on tec space, "the 
Jew« wore the only group to gain, 
both financially and economically, 
from Die dynamiting?. No Mine 
American nationalist could expect 
anything but the intervention of 
federal authorities, a tidal wave’ 
of investigations, and unfavor¬ 
able publicity in the national 
press.”

One of the top propaganda lines 
of the hate groups, alongside 
their plugging of the Nasser 
cause, is one developed by Goeb- 
bels in the 30s. 

“Communism,” goes the slogan, 
backed up b/ a grab hag of frac¬ 
tured history, sociology and other 
sciences, "is Jewish.” 

For defining this charge in his 
book as "one of the most mali¬ 
cious myths that has developed in 
the United States," Hoover is fin¬ 
gered by Madole ns “America's 
foremost master of deceit” who 
must be "planning to retire soon 
and wants to assure either a good 
job in tho business wot Id or a 
nice fat ADL (Anti-Defamation 
League) check.”

"many are Jews, secret• agents 
and reporters,") then swung into 
his Arab routine. 

"Wc must get together with 
the Arabs,” he asserted. "Wc 
have a common cause. We are 
all anti-Jew, Nasser has sworn 
to get rid of all Egypt’s Jews 
but his policy hasn't, succeeded 
yet. There are slill 25,000 of 
them there. 

"But it’s only a matter of time. 

I see some of these Arabs regu¬ 
larly and you can take that as a 
fad.” 

If anyone wanted fuller infor¬ 
mation on that subject, lie said,

Department offered the expendi¬ 
tures reported by other foreign 
agents. The South African Tour¬ 
ist Corpora lion with a stall of 
only two anil one office, spends 
$131,01)0. The Swiss * National 
Tourist Office .in its New Yoik 
branch alone spends $200,000 and 
has a staff of 20. The Indian In¬ 
formation Office spends $l'.H,fiOO 
nnd tiny Portugal reported $141),- 
000 spent in New York with a 
staff of 17. 

A major power like Britain, on 
the other hand, with offices in 
several cities, spends more than 
$1 million oq information, $270.- 
000 through the British Broad¬ 
casting Corp., and another $801,- 
010 on its tourist'bureaus. 

But the propaganda field is one 
I.-. ..Inch money moves in mys¬ 
terious ways. It is not even prob¬ 
able that the Arab Information 
Office is cooking its books. The 
penalties for any breach of the 
law are severe. 

DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY 
COVERS THE CASH 

But there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent the Egyptian embassy or 
UN delegation, or those of Oic 
other Arab stales involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the A10. 
Moving behind their shield of dip¬ 
lomatic immunity their finances 
arc not controlled in any way by 
the U. S. authorities. 

.Whatever monies pass to flic 
American racist groups would 
certainly be handed over in cash. 
Even here there is no difficulty in 
avoiding official scrutiny. Jn any 
free money market, like Lebanon 
or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New 
Y'ork, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction 
being recorded. 

Since diplomatic bags are sacro¬ 
sanct, there is no way of telling 
how much cash, if any, is brought 
here in this way. 

Except for Gerald L. K. Smith, 
none of the race groups has any 
special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its 
income or its source. Smith is in 
a separate category because his 
Christian-- National Crusade takes 
an active, if never welcome, part i 
in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions. This obliges him to report I 
his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Represon .- 
alives under the Corrupt l’rre- 
tices Act. 

Smith, whose'Cross and the 
Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, 
picks his fnvorile candidates in 
every Congressional and Presi¬ 
dential election and announces 
that his "National Political Com¬ 
mittee’’ will throw the full weight 
of il» support behind the chosen 
ones. 

In ’ i.iC, for example, Smith 
liu r *eii his movement behind the 
Lixiccrats’ States Rights' ticket, 
headed by Gov. J. Strom Thur¬ 
mond Of South r.nndinu 

Thurmond denounced the offer 


by declaring: “We do nut Invite i 
mill d« nut need the support of 
Gerald L, K, Smith or any other 
rabble rouseis who use tiic rare 
prejudice tun! class hatred to in- 
Hame the emotions of the people.” 

Smith switched his support tn 
New York's Tom Dewey and 
Irving M. Ives, HOI' nominees for 
Governor and L\ S. Senator; Rob¬ 
ert M. La Folletle, GOP Senato¬ 
rial candidate from Wisconsin, nnd 
three Wisconsin Representatives. 
All repudiated him “with vehe¬ 
mence" and Dewey and I vet, jointly 
declared him "beneath contempt I 
. . . and wholly un-American." I 

In Ifi-W. Smith’s announced de- J 
cision tn hprk Johp Foster Dulles , 
for U. S. Senator from New York 
drew this decimation (join the 
present Secretary of StnLc : 
"Smith is not a rilizen of our 
state ami he has nn business here, 
lie can't vole here and I'm glad 
of it. J have utter contempt, for 
what he stands for and lie knows 
It.” 

Vice Provident Nixon, homing 
Smith was rooting for him in the 
105fi campaign, quickly retorted: 
"Generally, what Smith says 
should never he dignified by a 
comment. Hut this time ... 1 
think iL is dearly necessary . . . 
for me In say that there is no 
plqcc in the Reptlblienn I'ai-Ly for 
race-bailing merchants of hate 
like Gerald I.. K. Smith.” 

One of the penalties of dcnounc- 
it!„ Smith and bis fellow-racists 
in this manner, ns their publica¬ 
tions show, is that tile denouncer 
will in turn lie denounred—as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of 
the Jews, or very often, however 
faiitnslically, simply ns a Jew. 

NO L4W AGAINST 
THE CONTRIBUTIONS 

These elaborate and active po- j 
lilienl campaigns of Smith's, how- ; 
ever, rnsl a good deal of money— 
according ko his financial report 
to Congress.

Fact For Fact—"only rcsrnrrh 
reveals nil the facts ... the tcjinlo 
truth" — offers the usual line 
about Communism being part 
of the Jewish conspiracy; tho 
Jews not being Semites at all 
but descendants of a converted 
Asian tiihe called the Kliazars; 
nnd Eisenhower, Dulles anil 
everyone else who does anything 
tho racists disapprove of being 
the tools of the Zionists. 

CHARGES GIANT 
SMEAR CAMPAIGN 

After Eisenhower signed the 
Middle East Doctrine in 19.17,

of participation and influence in or control of his activities 
by Arabs. Reports should be planned and coordinated so that 
Newark Office report, for example, will be restricted to data 
regarding Conde McGinley . In some offices several individuals 
will be involved and report should be broken down according 
to individuals . All offices should bear in mind in connection 
with interviews conducted as to whether persons being interviewed 
can furnish information regarding individuals in other offices 
and promptly furnish such data to appropriate field offices for 
inclusion in reports prepared by them . 


In the event recipient offices are aware of other 
individuals or publications which allegedly are being used 
by or cooperating with Arabs in distributing hate literature, 
such information should also be set forth in these reports.

Apparent anti-Jewish propaganda could then he 
compared with similiar material appearing in the racist 
publications which would be at least an indication that 
American racist publications are following the Arab line in 
this regard. No doubt seme of this Arab material might be 
paraphrased by the American publications to the extent that 
it could not be definitely identified. However, it is 
believed that in many instances there would be no doubt 
as to the Arab origin of this material in racist material. 

If definite indications appear that that anti-

Practically all 
of this material, of course, is favorable from the viewpoint of 
Arab interests, however only those instances where mention was 
made of contacts with persons connected with Arab state official 
establishments or suggestive of actual Arab Influence have been 
included In this report.

Where the one begins and 
the other ends cannot be determined. Consequently, it has been 
considered that the reporting of voluminous anti-Israel 
(necessarily pro-Arab) articles would serve no valuable purpose 
at this time. 

It would not be surprising were it learned that DAVID 
BURK's articles in the "New York Daily News" are merely part of 
a program influenced by the Anti-Defamation League itself, which 
has been in a running feud with SMITH and others - not always to 
its own advantage - for years; the one side seeking to involve 
SMITH and the others with the authorities, and the others on 
their part demanding investigation by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the ADL as a subversive organization 
dedicated to serving Israeli interests and Itself acting in 
violation of the Foreign Agents Registration Act and the Corrupt 
Practices Act. At any rate, BURK's articles are filled with 
little fact and considerable hint, as exemplified in this report, 
(at least as far as concerns SMITH, BRITTON and WILLIAMS), 
and apparently have been prompted by his concern to put the 
"nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed around the country 
in the last two years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere 
Christians who have publicly backed these groups)" into a co¬ 
ordinated pattern. It is known that the ADL Is very much 
Interested in bills to be presented to Congress, making bombings 
of churches, synagogues, schools, etc., violations of federal law. 

It is not recommended that a Registration Act investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning WILLIAMS because he has already 
ceased the publishing field (since 1957). 

Because BRITTON has publicly staunchly denied the ADL 
accusation of having been paid $ 500.00 for reprinting an article 
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allegedly prepared by an Arab propagandist, it is not recommended 
that a Registration Act investigation be conducted at this time 
pending New York's contact with the ADL for full particulars. 

Because so much is known concerning SMITH'S contacts 
with Arab officials, much based on his own admissions, but so 
little concerning a possible arrangement that could be construed 
as an agreement or contract such as is required In Registration 
Act violations, and because his literature Is so written as to 
discount the possibility of Indicating such an arrangement were 
there one, it is not recommended that a Registration Act investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning him. 

REQUEST TO THE BUREAU : 

The Bureau is requested to consider the advisability of 
direct Interview with GERALD L. K. SMITH or other of his associates, 
PRANK L. BRITTON and ROBERT H. WILLIAMS should information 
supposedly obtainable from ADL in New York City leave insufficient 
basis for conducting a Registration Act investigation.

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DETAILS 


This investigation is based upon a series of five 
articles entitled "Peddling Hate in America: Egypt's NASSER" by 
DAVID BURK which apoeared in the "New York Daily News" 
during January 20-2^, 1959. 

In the first article of the series, BURK stated (In part), 
referring to the "nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed 
around the country in the last two years aimed mainly at Jews, 
Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed 
these groups," that: "practically every operation fitted Into a 
national pattern which, authorities believe, was etched by a loose- 
linked network of American neo-fascist groups peppered around the 
country. This hate corps... today has emerged as a fifth column 
acting in behalf of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the so-called 
United Arab Republic and his dreams of empire...The race groups 
here, coordinated rather than organized and with a total following 
throughout the country that officials estimate at not more than a 
few thousand, are zealously following NASSER's line. But what, 
you may ask, could NASSER poasibly want with a fifth column in the 
United States? The answer, as officials at the Department of 
Justice explained It to me, is transparently simple....The NASSER- 
domlnated segment of the Arab world, fed on an information diet 
prescribed by our native racists, frankly regards not only 
American Jewry but the U. S. Administration, too, as the 
fountainhead of Israel's moral and financial help. Looked at in 
this light, NASSER must knock out Israel's backers In the U. S. 
before he can keep his pledge to his followers to knock out Israel 
itself. The U. S. thus becomes a legitimate 'second front.' 

NASSER himself, back in the early 50s when he still was the 
unassuming Col. NASSER, Egyptian prime minister under fatherly 
Gen. MOHAMMED NAGUIB, whom he later liquidated as subtly as any 
trained Kremlinite, once told me bitterly in Cairo. 'America Is 
in the hands of the Zionists. The Jews control the press and 
government. The Arab voice is never heard. How can we fight back?' 
For at least four years now he has been fighting back, using 
Egyptian military intelligence officers and men who can hide behind 
diplomatic immunity as the contact men, and a group of individuals 
and periodicals as his mouthpieces. The periodicals, all neatly 
arranged in alphabetical order on the Attorney General's List of 
Subversive Publications, rarely go to press without some item of 
NASSER's propaganda, and their own outpourings turn up In Arab 
press and broadcasts. The basic hope Is that, by breeding hatred 
and suspicion of the Jews, outraged public opinion might force 
Congress to stop official support for Israel. With a little 
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additional shove. Congress might even be persuaded to legislate 
against support for Israel from Jewish organizations....The 
Atlanta Temple bombing, however, triggered a series of shocks.... 
thanks to a story carried exclusively in THE NEWS, the link 
between the Arabs and the hate-mongers held responsible for the 
blast suddenly emerged....At the New York information office 
maintained by the Arab League, but largely dominated by NASSER, 
at the UAR delegation to the United Nations and at the UAR embassy 
in Washington, a firm front was maintained against 'these undesirabl' 
elements.' The order had gone out: 'Deny, deny, deny.' The hate- 
mongers I sought out have been less discreet....Even the Egyptians a 
apt to break down under stress. During a long talk one night In 
Washington with an official of the UAR embassy, I was repeatedly 
assured that not only would no one from his government have 
dealings with 'these scrum,' they would kick them out bodily if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold. But finally he raised his 
hands shoulder high in extreme exasperation and snarled: 'What can 
we do If these people want to help tell our story? Is that our 
fault? You know as well as I do that the Jews control your so-called 
free press here. Only the Zionists voices are heard.' He might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet, or from 
Cairo Radio." 

In the second article of the series BURK stated (in part) 
that after the Atlanta, Georgia temple bombing on October 12, 1958, 
Cairo Radio, "which is under the personal supervision of...NASSER," 
announced that: "It is reported from the United States that unknown 
persons have destroyed a synagogue In the city of Atlanta. It Is 
further reported that publications throughout the Southern states 
are carrying hostile articles against the Jewish community." 

Pointing out that such publications could only have been "those 
put out by America's neo-fascist groups whose activities Identify 
them daily more closely as a NASSER fifth column" BURK then mentione* 
that "such hate sheets as...and "The Cross and Flag" put out In 
Los Angeles by GERALD L. K. SMITH, print a routine combination of 
pro-NASSER and anti-Jewish propaganda...(which) always flood Into 
the areas afflicted by racial Incidents and violence." Further on 
the article states: "In their anxiety to be all-embracing, to 
reach the hearthstones of American families of different tastes 
and viewpoints, the raciest periodicals adopt a variety of fronts. 
From California, GERALD L. K. SMITH offers the Christian approach... 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, who calls himself 'major' although the Army 
stripped him of the rank in 1950, pretended he was in U. S. 
intelligence during World War II for the benefit of those who like 
their hate diet served from the top-secret drawer. The House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, In a report on 'Neo-Fascist 
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and Hate Groups' In December, 1954, called the monthly Intelligence 
Summary WILLIAMS put out from Santa Ana, Calif., 'a deception'. 
(WILLIAMS recently went out of the publishing business, probably 
temporary.) Far from being a high-powered innerclrcle man, the 
committee said, 'WILLIAMS’ Intelligence duty comprised less than 
a year as an administrative officer for the Intelligence section 
of a bomber wing.' Thus, adds the report, 'he would have received 
no intelligence information dealing with the Communist conspiracy,' 
FRANK L, BRITTON, a disciple of GERALD L. K. SMITH, thumps the ultra¬ 
nationalist, defend-America tub from California." 

In the third article of the series, BURK stated (in part): 
"Soon after the Atlanta Temple bombing. Ambassador KAMIL ABDEL 
RAHIM, suave, ambitious head of the Arab Information Office, was 
recalled to Cairo 'for consultations.' Reliable reports say 
RAHIM, who inspired and founded Arab Information Office In early 
1955, has been sacked....Back In the early '50's, when RAHIM was 
posted to Washington as Egyptian ambassador, he and his senior 
aids were flattered by the attentions they received from some of 
the racist fanatics. An Identity of viewpoint was found on 
several issues, especially regarding the creation of the State of 
Israel and its support by Jews in the U.S....ROBERT WILLIAMS, who 
pretends to readers of his Intelligence Summary that he got the 
whole inside dope on the Communist conspiracy as an intelligence 
officer In World War II, was in touch with OMAR HALIQ of the Saudi 
UN delegation, offering pamphlets and mailing lists. Subscriptions 
were taken to such hate sheets as GERALD L. K. SMITH'S The Cross 
and the Flag....RAHIM saw the potential In all these Individuals 
and their outlets. Then, when he learned that the Arab Information 
Office officially sponsored by all the Arab League states, would 
have to register with the Justice Department as the agent of a 
foreign power, RAHIM quickly had himself transferred to the Yemen 
delegation to the UN to preserve his diplomatic immunity. The 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, 1938, As Amended, is specific. 

Any person or organization engaging In propaganda In behalf of a 
foreign power must send the Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing its staff, activities. Income and expenses. The 
Arab Information Office, which now has branches In Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Ottawa, opened Its New York headquarters 
in March, 1955." After hinting the possible untrustworthy returns 
by the Arab Information Centers to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the United States Department of Justice, BURK added: 

"But the propaganda field is one in which money moves in mysterious 
ways. It is not even probable that the Arab Information Office Is 
cooking its books. The penalties for any breach of the law are 
severe. But there is nothing to prevent the Egyptian embassy or 
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UN delegation, or those of the other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. Moving behind their shield of 
diplomatic immunity their finances are not controlled in any way 
by the U, S. authorities. Whatever monies pass to the American 
racist groups would certainly be handed over in cash. Ever here 
there is no difficulty in avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction being recorded. Since diplomatic 
bags are sacrosanct, there is no way of telling how much cash, if 
any, is brought here in this way. Except for GERALD L. K. SMITH, 
none of the race groups has any special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its income or its source. SMITH Is in 
a separate category because his Christian National Crusade takes 
an active. If never welcome, part in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions . This obliges him to report his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives under the Corrupt Practices 
Act. SMITH, whose Cross and the Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, picks his favorite candidates in 
every Congressional and Presidential election and announces that 
his 'National Political Committee' will throw the full weight of 
its support behind the chosen ones....One of the penalties of de¬ 
nouncing SMITH and his fellow-racists in this manner, as their publii 
tions show, i3 that the denouncer will in turn be denounced—as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew.'' Further, suggesting that SMITH'S 
reports to Congress under the Corrupt Practices Act as a ''national 
political committee" list contributors who "seem to exist only 
on paper" BURK stated: "SMITH, on his own printed admissions, is 
virtually in constant contact with Egyptian officials and diplomats. 
In last January's issue of The Cross and the Flag, he boldly identi¬ 
fies one of his friends In an article titled: 'A Guest From Egypt.' 

On a visit to Washington, writes SMITH, 'I was called upon by a 
brilliant young man who Is a citizen of Egypt. His name is 
IBRAHIM BAGHDADY. He Is a Journalist and a radio commentator.' 
BAGHDADY, however, is not a Journalist and radio commentator. He 
is a major In army intelligence, one of the platoon of Intelligence 
agents NASSER spikes his foreign missions with. There is little 
point in listing them all. But intelligence officers sent to the 
U. S. on short visits, generally in the role of 'diplomatic couriers, 
are worthy of mention. So also Is the fact that the Egyptian 
State Information Department In Cairo, publisher of most of the 
tracts distributed and reprinted by America's racists, is a branch 
of NASSER's security and intelligence network. Lt. Col ADBEL 
KHADR HATTEM, who took over the department during my years in 
Cairo and who now is deputy minister for presidential affairs, had 
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previously been in command of a group of agents whose function was 
to snoop on foreign correspondents, tap their telephones and steam 
open their mail. He is in charge of all press and radio 
activities. The NASSER agents who come here in sheep's clothing 
are naturally as free as any other visitor to travel around the 
U. S. and meet whom they please. That is one of the advantages 
of working in a free country, a fact Egyptians, especially, would 
appreciate." 

In the fourth and fifth articles of the series, there 
appeared no other information implicating SMITH with Arab 
propaganda except probably the concluding statement in the fifth 
article that "the Jigsaw pieces had clicked into place," that 
various persons including "SMITH" were tied into "a network of 
subversive hate. Each group feeding on the others like Jungle 
animals on a diet of shady finance, propaganda gimmicks, and 
methods and ideas that reek of Red Moscow and Nazi Berlin." 

(In this passage "SMITH" could equally apply to GERALD L. K. SMITH 
and one CHARLES SMITH of the "New York Racist Forum" mentioned 
in the second article.)

the Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized in St. 

Louis, Missouri in 1947, and moved its headquarters to Glendale, 
California in 1953, where It continues to be located; that from 
the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, including the Christian 
Nationalist Party (of America), have developed; that these 
organizations all reflect in their literature the Imprint of 
their chief organizer and director, GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose 
basic argument has been that this nation, traditionally Christian, 
and racially segregated, is threatened by anti-Christian and 
racially 1 mongrelizing" forces such as communism and Inter- 
l nationalism, all dominantly motivated by international Jewry 
which controls this country financially and politically; and 
that these organizations are not membership organizations, but 
represent followers who contribute to them or subscribe to their 
literature. Although GERALD L. K. SMITH and his close associates 
are not known to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of 
their statements and program Is intensely anti-Semitic, as in¬ 
directly indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist 
Party, announced in 1950, which was: 'One Faith - One Race - 
One Nation." 

Issues of The Cross and the Flag' (TCTF) dated 
November, 1954 and November, 1958, which Identify that publi¬ 
cation as the official monthly organ of the CNC, set forth on 
page 26 the same statement showing ownership, management and 
circulation of TCTF as required by law.

A United Press Thumbnail Biography of QERALD L. K. 
SMITH printed in the "Huntington Park Signal", November 15, 19^8, 
states: 'QERALD L. K. SMITH went back to Viroqua, Wise., Aug, 18, 
1946, as a 'favorite son.' An estimated 24,000 persons heard 
'the boy orator' at his oratorical best in a Viroqua centennial 
address he was chosen especially to deliver. H, L. MENCKEN 
said of SMITH in the Baltimore Sun in 1936 that he was the 
'gustiest and goriest, the loudest and lustiest, the deadliest 
and damnedest orator ever heard on this or any other earth. 1 
As a supporter of the late Sen. HUEY P.L0NG--he was with LONG 
when the Louisiana 'Kingfish' was shot—and later as the leader 
of numerous anti-New Deal, anti-Communist organizations, SMITH 
claimed to have spoken to more human beings in person than any 
living American. SMITH was born at Viroqua Feb. 27, 1898. 

Before he moved to Shreveport, La., in 1929 to become pastor 
of the Kingshighway Christian Church, SMITH completed his high 
school education in three Wisconsin schools.

TCTP dated November, 1949 contains a photograph of 
RENATA E. LEGANT on page 20, beneath which it Is stated that 
she: "Is the private secretary of GERALD L. K. SMITH. She is 
an associate editor of the 'Washington Letter' and is on the 
editorial staff of TCTF. She has lived and traveled with Mr. 
and Mrs. SMITH for six years. No person In the organization 
is more familiar with all phases of detail having to do with 
the Crusade than Miss LEGANT. /She knows hundreds of the 
Nationalist leaders personally and has met them In their own 
home towns.

The "California Jewish Voice ' 1 newspaper, a weekly 
newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, which reports 
mainly information of interest to the Jewish community in the 
Los Angeles area, contains an article on page 5 of its issue 
dated May 29, 1953, entitled "A Hate-Pamphleteer Dedicates His 
Commodity to Rival DLspenser 3 ." This article states. In part: 

'PRANK BRITTON of Hawthorne, California, is a young 
hero-worshipper studying to become a hero. BRITTON’S current 
Idols are of a peculiar sti pe for an American not quite 33 
years old, a veteran of World War II and a former student at 
the University of Southern California. They include: 


"'The magnificent GERALD L. K. SMITH, funder and 
leader of the Christian Nationalist Movement .... 


"BRITTON'S career as a professional anti-Semite began 
in 1950 while he was still a student at the University of Southern 
California. There he distributed anti-Semitic leaflets which won 
high praise from WESLEY SWIFT, of Ku Klux Klan fame, who for a 
while made BRITTON his protege. 

"After publication of the two Treason pamphlets 
("Atom Treason 1 ' and "Hollywood Treason"), BRITTON came up with 
a new anti-Semitic 'expose , 1 a 96 -page booklet. Behind Communism, 
which he published in the summer of 1952. This has been sold 
around the country by the bigoted faithful for a dollar a copy. 

It, too, stresses^ the Jewish-2ion1st-Communist equation. 

"An ambitions, striving man, BRITTON decided to form 
his own 'patriotic' movement in September 1952 by Bending out 
invitations for a meeting of his 'great new organization' aimed 
at combatting the 'Jew Marxist' program of world conquest. The 
Invitation appeared on the reverse side of a 'Buy Gentile' 
flyer which he had been distributing In the Los Angeles area. 

"The meeting was a dud. About 200 people appeared 
at the Embassy Hall to hear BRITTON charge that the nation's 
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Ills were attributable to 'immigrant Jew-Communists,' that 
'Jew agitators' were exploiting the American Negro. Very 
little money was collected and the organization — called The New 
Confederates — died in its infancy. 

"BRITTON has other irons in the fire. One of them is i 
his 'fortnightly' publication. The American Nationalist, started 
In December 1952. Its content Is similar to that of many other / 
anti-Semitic publications. . . . 


"But BRITTON'S printed material has one distinction. 
Unlike most professional bigots, BRITTON has the advantage of 
a college education. He may even have studied journalism. His 
products are technically better, more polished than most. He 
makes Judicious use of color, of two-page layouts, for maximum 
reader appeal. His Treason pamphlets—vicious and full of 
distortions—are readable and physically attractive. ..."

III. ROBERT H. WILLIAMS; 

WILLIAMS INTELLIGENCE SUMMARY 

LA □ furnished information on March 9/ 1959 that 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, a former United States Army Intelligence 
Officer, of Santa Ana, California, had been publisher of the 
'Williams Intelligence Summary" since sometime after World 
War II, in which publication he dealt with Communism and the 
subversive influences on the national and international levels 
from an anti-Semitic point of view. He ceased publication of 
the "Williams Intelligence Summary' in approximately late 1957. 

__Santa Ana, California, 

stated on October 23, 1958 that he has been acquainted with 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS for some time in Santa Ana and that as long 
ago as 1957/ WILLIAMS ceased publishing the "Williams Intelligence 
Summary" under the name Williams Publications, Post Office Box 868, 
Santa Ana, of which he was the sole proprietor. He said that 
WILLIAMS quit because his literature activities had never been 
remunerative; that WILLIAMS has since moved to Silverado, Cali¬ 
fornia, and is now the owner and manager of the Duplicard 
Addressing Machine Company, 1010 East Chestnut Street, Santa 
Ana. He explained that during the past few years, WILLIAMS had 
been working on the side perfecting an Invention (the Duplicard 
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Addressing Machine) and that he has recently been able to 
incorporate and go into business on a full-time basis. He 
said that WILLIAMS now retains no connections with his past 
publishing activities; that he never had a membership organi¬ 
zation or advocated violence In his writings, and has made no 
trips outside of California during the past couple years.

The book entitled "Cross-Currents" by ARNOLD FORSTER 
and BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN, copyrighted 1956 by "The Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith," published by Doubleday & Company, Inc., 
Garden City, New York, which states In the authors 1 acknowledgment 
that 'Only after reading this book from cover to cover can one 
truly understand the debt its authors owe to the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith. The work is based upon the files of an 
agency composed of many men and women whose actual memoranda make 
up page after page of this document. . . and which contains 
a two-page forward by HENRY EDWARD SCHULTZ, National Chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, contains various 
passages pertinent to the subject of this Investigation, which 
are as follows: 

"November 20, 1954 

"AF to BRE (ARNOLD FORSTER to BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN): 

"KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, Egypt's former ambassador to the United States, 
returned to this country this morning, this time to assume the 
duties of executive director Qf the long-planned Arab League 
propaganda office In the United States.

"RAHIM made some Interesting, off-the-record comments about 
American Jews to friends the day he arrived.

"One of the professional agitators with whom the newly arrived 
RAHIM has been in touch, at least through intermediaries, is 
GERALD SMITH. 

"In 1952, SMITH sent out a number of letters to prominent Arabs 
concerning various aspects of the 'Jewish problem.' Among those 
to whom he wrote was KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, ambassador from Efeypt 
at the time, and when RAHIM’s representative. Colonel MOHAMMED 
ABDEL HALIM KHALIFA, attended the 1952 Republican Convention in 
Chicago, he had an hour's conversation with the Christian 
Nationalist leader. 

"In his report to RAHIM, KHALIFA indicated that he had been very 
favorably Impressed by SMITH, whom he characterized as one of 
the principal fighters against Zionism and Jewish influence In 
the United States. Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the 'wonderful cooperation' he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-Lebanese American clubs. Believe it or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great Influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states. For a discredited 
rabble-rouser like SMITH to palm off successfully such a patently 
phony promise, KHALIFA must be a man who is quite ignorant of the 
American scene. 

"But apparently SMITH has a way with the Arabs. Back in January 
1953, Dr. AHMED GALAL ABDELRAZEK, Egypt's permanent representative 
to the United Nations, ordered SMITH'S pamphlets for his legation 
and found The Cross and the Flag so stimulating that he purchased 
a hundred subscriptions and expressed an interest In personally 
meeting its editor, DON LOHBECK. 
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'It is interesting, also, to note that the Saudi Arabian delegation, 
subscribing to ten copies of The Cross and the Flag at a sub¬ 
scription rate of $2.00 each, sent SMITH a $120 check for the 
purchase; the $100 gratuity obviously reflected Saudi Arabian 
gratitude.

"My brothers, my activities last week were concentrated mainly on 
reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation against 
the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters from my 
correspondents in which they reported distributing a considerable 
number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of the Arab cause 
at universities In Michigan, Massachusetts, California, Washington 
and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In these universities my corres¬ 
pondents work quietly and secretly so that Jewish students do not 
learn about their activities or report about them to their 
espionage agencies. I sent my correspondents 1800 copies of a 
pamphlet which I received from my very good friend GERALD SMITH. 

Ihe sum of it was that the cause of the Arabs Is our cause; that 
we must try to understand it; that we must try to fight for it 
and learn about it day and night; that we should understand that 
the cause that the Arab world defends Is real anti-communist 
democracy, and that the Jews are the inventors of communism and 
are its largest supporters; that we must study the Arab world 
and understand it; that the Arab world is a world founded by 
honest people, sincere, frank, and cherishing democracy.

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus in the United States, 
becomes a reality with the opening by the League of its propaganda 
center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

"According to the current plan, this will be the main coordinating 
point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, anti-Israel, and 
anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various activities will originate 
to rouse public feeling against Zionist and the 'all-pervading 
Jewish influence' on American opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation's well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

FRANK BRITTON, . . and others. 

"Dr. OMAR HALIQ, Arab League representative In New York, in a 
comprehensive report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle East, outlined the suggestions and offers of assistance 
he has already received from . . . BRITTON and WILLIAMS. On the 
question of how and under what circumstances the Arab Center 
could proceed to work with these people without provoking accusa¬ 
tions of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 'steady' contact, 
carried out In secrecy, so as not to hinder or 'deeply impair' 
the work of the new Center. 

’Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect from 
these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon talks he 
himself had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time later.

"HALIQ suggested in his report that to rule these men out of the 
Arab propaganda effort, as recommended by friends in the American 
Friends of the Middle East, would be unrealistic, because the 
Arab Center's mission with regard to Jews is identical with that 
of the anti-Semites." (pp. 328-331.)

"Our library has just dropped on this desk the current Issue of 
The Cross and the Flag containing a malicious piece entitled: 

'The New Crucifixion in Palestine.' SMITH prefaces his very 
detailed story with an admission that it is actually based on 
a memorandum which came to him 'from Jerusalem.' Our files, 
however. Indicate that SMITH'S admission is somewhat of an 
understatement. This is itfhat we mean: 

"Some months ago, SMITH met with EZZAT TANNOUS In Washington 
about the possibility of publishing TANNOUS' propaganda material 
In his magazine for a fee. The cost would be on a 'per line' 
basis as though it were advertising matter. TANNOUS agreed; but 
since the cost was high, $10 a line, he has been careful about 
the quantity forwarded to SMITH. By TANNOUS' own admission, 
there is only one story in the current issue of Hie Cross and 
the Flag submitted by him. 

"In all of SMITH'S distortions about alleged desecration of 
Christian holy places he finds no room to report the appreciation 
expressed by leaders of the Christian communities to the govern¬ 
ment of Israel for having safeguarded their property and for 
making prompt repairs to damage which occurred during the course 
of fighting.

"When we first learned of the GERALD SMITR-EZZAT TANNOUS arrange¬ 
ment, we asked our Library to run through recent issues of The 
Cross and the Flag and mark off the pro-Arab material. Of 
course we do not know whether the following two items are the 
result of the SMITH-TANNOUS arrangement, but their substance 
fascinates us: 

In the August 1954 issue we find the following: 

"We (GERALD SMITH) were received by the Ambassador from Egypt 
and his staff.

There are Jews in Egypt, 
but the Jews are not running Egypt. It is the Intention of the 
Internationalist clique, directed by Jewish and British 
politicians, to starve Egypt out by denying her the proper world 
trade facilities.

"In his June 1953 issue, SMITH'S 'Letter No. 6,' addressed 
'Dearest Mother,' reads in part as follows: 

"One of the most outspoken delegations concerning the world 
situation is the delegation representing Lebanon, which is 
one of the Arab states. We Interviewed this delegation and 
confirmed many Important and sensational facts which we already 
knew. Jew-Zionists captured Palestine with the help of England 
and the United States, driving a million Arabs out of their homes 
and their places of business to suffer and die in the desert. 

Many of these people were refined and cultured people living In 
lovely homes. The Jews not only came in and stole their homes 
and their farms, but they froze the bank accounts, looted their 
safety deposit boxes, stole their cattle, swine and orange groves 
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using the prestige and power of the United States and Western 
governments to support their lootings. . . . 

"If SMITH'S allegations seem vaguely familiar to you, there is 
good reason for it. You have read these statements many times 
before in Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels impelled to rewrite all his source 
material; he has earned the right to consider his style 
imimitable, after all the years he has spent on it." (Pp. 351-353).

"An examination of recent issues of SMITH'S The CrosB and the 
Flag against propaganda emanating from the Arab Middle East 
shows that he has echoed a very large part of it, viz., editorials 
the 'Israeli Invasion of Palestine' combined with pleas for Arab 
refugees and charges of church desecration by Jews; articles 
accusing Israel of peddling opium; stores accusing the Jews of 
using the United Nations to create war upon the Arabs; Items 
claiming that the Jews want peace with the Kremlin but war with 
the Arabs; editorials in behalf of the Arabs and endorsing such 
booklets as Ihe Palestine Refugees, etc., etc.

"Ihe answer as to why there is such a deadly parallel between the 
propaganda of official Arab representatives in the United States 
and local American anti-Semites lies in the close behind-the- 
scenes cooperation between the two groups. The fact of such 
cooperation is absolutely documented by such letters as the one 
Dr. TANNOUS wrote from New York to a colleague three days ago. 
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Indicating with apparent regret that he will have to register in 
the United States as a foreign agent, TANNOUS goes on to des¬ 
cribe 'the pro-Arab Americans' with whom he will have to deal 
on the domestic scene: 

"These Americans can be divided into two categories. The first 
consist of decent and honest Americans who do not know enough 
about the Jewish plot in Palestine and who could be well in¬ 
fluenced. They are not aggressive but honest. They will not 
help us in any ’big way, 1 but their influence on the US public 
opinion is steady and important. They include Church people, 
some relief organizations, and others.

But we remain always on our defensive 
to prevent wrong interpretations of our actions." (P. 356). 
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TCTP dated August, 1954, contains an article entitled, 
"Unpublished Pacts Concerning Inside Washington - New York City 
and the U.N. - World Affairs as Accumulated by Personal 
Observation, Personal Contacts and On-The-Spot Interviews". An 
Editor's note states that "The following accumulation of 
Information is divided into two groups: First a series of items 
accumulated during the recent visit of GERALD L. K. SMITH, 
together with members of his staff to New York City and the United 
Nations, as well as an important strategic visit to Washington, 

D. C. . . Included (in part) are the following items, which 
appear on pages 15 and 16:

TCTP dated January, 1958, contains "Editorial Briefs" 
by GERALD L. K. SMITH, which includes the following item (quoted 
in part) on page 5: 


"A Guest Prom Egypt: When I was in Washington, D. C., 
recently I was called on by a brilliant young man, 33 years of 
age, who is a citizen of Egypt. He is a Journalist and a radio 
commentator. His name is Ibrahim Baghdady. Mr. Baghdady Insists 
that Egypt is not only not Communist, but Egypt 3s anti-Communist. 

He told me that the very day they were called on by a representative 
of the Russian Government agreeing to furnish wheat and other 
materials to Egypt, the Government of Nasser sentenced numerous 
high officials in the Communist Party to long prison terms. Mr. 
Baghdady insists that the Arab wold is afraid of one monster; 
namely, Jewish aggression, Israeli invasion, Jewish imperial 
control. They are conscious of the hazards of Communism and they 
hope and pray that the United States will give Egypt the kind of 
cooperation and support which will prevent her from being pushed 
into the arm3 of Soviet Russia. Mr. Baghdady says, however, 
that if the United States continues to tie up Egyptian money and 
continues to refuse to deliver wheat and foodstuffs to Egypt and 
continues to arm and furnish money to Israel, which will be used 
eventually to invade Egypt, Egypt then will be forced to turn 
wherever she can turn and regardless of the risk Involved for alliet 
necessary to fight off the thereatened invader. ..." 

TCTF dated January, 1958, contains an article entitled, 
"items of Interest" on pages 3, 20-20. On page 3 appears an 
Editor's note, which states that: "Gerald L. K. Smith and a staff 
of three people recently carried on an Intensive Interviewing 
campaign in New York and Washington. The representatives of 33 
nations were contacted. Important and well-informed citizens were 
Interviewed. Out of these interviews came the following items:" 
Among the items are the following, which appear respectively on 
pages 22-23, 26, and 27: 
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(A) "While in New York City members of my staff or I 
visited the headquarters offices of the following legations: 
Australia, Bolivia, Cambodia, Chile, China, Denmark, Egypt, 

El Salvador, Finland, France, Germany, Honduras, India, Iran, 
Israel, Italy, Japan, Mexico, Norway, Philippines, Saudi Arabia, 
Spain, Syria, Turkey, South Africa, United Kingdom, United States, 
Uruguay, USSR. 

"Some were free to give out Information, others were 
very secretive, others manifested a bewildered attitude concerning 
world affairs in general. Representatives to the United National 
are divided into blocs. Each Bloc Is under the Influence, control 
and leadership of a 'bell wether'. ..." 

(B) "I visited at length with two very wise and 
Important men. These men are no part of the United Nations. One 
is highly informed concerning the Middle Eastern crisis and the 
other is highly Informed concerning the present crisis In the 
United States. Here are some facts which I obtained from these 
gentlemen. I shall not give the name of Man No. 1. otherwise it 
would dry up my sources of information concerning the Middle 
East. . ."

"The American Nationalist", volume 3/ number 39 > dated 
November, 1955/ contains an article on page 2, entitled, 

"Editor's Report", which states in part: 

'.four attention was recently drawn to a smear article 
which appeared in Georgia's left-wing 'Macon Telegraph', and 
which was reprinted in the Southern Israelite and other Jewish 
newspapers. The article, which purported to be an 'expose' of 
the American Nationalist, complained that 'the Southern states 
presently are being blanketed' by our mailings. 'It Is 
Important', warned the 'Macon Telegraph', 'that Southerners receiving 
copies of this publication know its origin and its reputation 1 . 

"There followed a twisted and distorted 'history' 
of the American Nationalist which was saved from being ludicrous 
only by the vicious Intent behind it. The following paragraph 
will suffice as an example: 

"'Early in December 1952', stated the 'Telegraph' 
article, 'the first Issue of the American Nationalist was 
published. In January 1954 Britton received a $500 reward 
from the Arab League for his reports on the Kibya incident 
which were printed in his paper. The article had been written 
by Omar Haliq of the Arab League and sent to Britton for 
publication.' 

"Needless to say, there Is not a word of truth in 
the allegation. But since the story seems to have received 
wide circulation in the South, we thought It best to set the 
record straight in the matter. The truth is that we never 
received $500 from the Arab League. We never received even 
$1.00 from them - for any purpose whatever. As for the story 
Omar Haliq was supposed to have written for our paper: We 
don't even know anyone by that name. Most certainly neither

"Library to Research 

"This is to remind you that the tentative Haliq-Williams deal 
is not the first time Williams has tried to do business with the 
Arabs. In the spring of last year, before the political 
conventions, Williams got in touch with Abed Bouhafa, correspondent 
for the Influential Cairo daily, ’A1 Misri', and pointed out the 
danger to the Arab cause In a ‘Zionist-supported* candidate 
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receiving the nomination. Williams had, he said, a scheme to 
spike such a move which deserved the support of Arab newspapers 
and suggested getting together with Bouhafa to talk the matter 
over. 

"Williams' strenuous efforts to Bell his services to Arab 
representatives in the United States is a long-time thing. Read 
the following letter to Bouhafa from Williams after the latter 
sold the Syrian Minister a bill of goods:

"The Hon. Palz El-Khouri, Minister for Syria, writes that he 
has talked with you about my unfinished manuscript 'A Gentile 
Looks at the Jewish Problem' and that your paper might possibly 
be interested in publishing the book in Arabic, when it is 
finished. 

"I think I would be greatly interested in such a proposition. 

"The book really is finished, but requires much revising and 
reducing. It now stands at something over 500 pages of double¬ 
spaced typed manuscript and should be reduced to not more than 
300 pages, I should think. Furthermore, on the chapter dealing 
with the destruction of Rome and the two chapters dealing with 
the destruction of Russia, I must do some more research. 

"I doubt that the book can be ready before fall. 






"Meanwhile, it occurs to me that your paper might want to publish 
in Arabic one or both of the two booklets which I am sending you 
separately: 'The Anti-Defamation League and Its Use In the World 

Communist Offensive' and 'FEPC and the Minority Machine'. 

"If your paper wants to publish them. In book or booklet form, 

I would be agreeable to the customary royalty arrangement. If, 
in addition to the booklets, or without publishing them as 
booklets, your paper should want to print them serially in its 
columns, then I would welcome a reasonable offer of remuneration.

"Let us, Madole continued, 'analyze the 
facts. Which group has gained more from the veritable 
epidemic of bombings and dynaraitings culminating In the 
Atlanta explosiion?' 
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* . "Poo?.charge in his book as 'one 

of the most malicious myths that has developed in the United 
States', Hoover is fingered by Madole as 'American's foremost 
master of deceit' who must be 'planning to retire soon and 
wants to assure either a good Job in the business world or a 
nice fat ADL (Anti-Defamation League) check'. 


"Madole, who periodically drops into burlesque- 
stage Jewish accents to .wring .a chuckle from his small audiences 
(of the 50 present Novj 14, Madole claimed 'many are Jews, 
secret agents and reporters') then swung into his Arab routine.

•We have a common cause. We are anti-Jew. Nasser has sworn 
to get rid of all Egypt's Jews but his policy hasn't succeeded 
yet.

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"The Egyptian Embassy In Washington and the 
Eqyptian UN delegation headquarters and Arab Information 
Office in New York, all expressed surprise that their

the Jews not being Semites at all but descendants of a 
converted Asian tribe called the KHAZARS; and Eisenhower, 
Dulles and everyone else who does anything the x-acists 
disapprove of being the tools of the Zionists.

been edited by ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, news analyst, lecturer 
and former counter-intelligence officer. Post Office Box 
868, Santa Ana, California. Chief VILORD also made available 
a pamphlet entitled, "Know Your Enemy," by ROBERT H. WILLIAMS. 

The pamphlet, "Know Your Enemy," contained the following 
statement: --

"We must understand that the internal enemy is 
not confined to the Communist Party as such. We mu6t understand 
that the aggregate of Zionist organisations which promotes 
a world revolution paralleling Communism or complementing 
it as an ally and protector is far more powerful than the 
Communist Party, having the confidence of many of our highest 
officials by holding a terrorist weapon over them." 

This pamphlet also Includes the following:

Regarding ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, STEELE comments, 

"This California pamphleteer and hate-sheet editor parades 
his bigotry under the guise of intelligence. He advertises 
that his former service as an Air Force counter-intelligence 
officer makes his publication vital for governors, mayors, 
police and citizens interested in preventing sabotage and 
revolution. 

"But the Un-American Activities Committee reported 
that his intelligence duty consisted of less than a year as 
administrative officer for a bomber wing - a post where it is said 
he could have received no information about 'the Communist 
conspiracy;' 

"The Air Force cancelled his reserve status commission 
in 1950 for the 'best interests', of the service,' His 
Williams Intelligence Summary Is openly anti-Semitic. It Is 
billed as 'a morythly report on political and military development: 
especially revealing the Jewish influence in these 
developments.' 

"His pamphlet 'Know Your Enemy' opens with the 
declaration: 'This publication attacks no man because of his 
race*but it spares no subverter because of his race. ' 

"In It Williams suggests that gill Jews should be 
interned in New York and strategic areas. Then he argues 
these areas would not be bombed’by the Soviets. 

"Some of his fantasies are even more outrageous. 

He has charged that 'Jewish General'Curtis Le May arranged 
to drop the first two atomic bombs on the only two sizeable 
Christian centers in Japan, 

"Williams reported In a recent fund-begging letter 
that he was running In the red and might have to quit. 
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"'Have I failed in giving you the earthshaking truth?, 

he asked.' 

"I can't believe it for I find not a line in recent 
newspapers and magazines about the greatest news story of 
all time : the swift destruction of the Anglo-Nordlc West, 
the Christian civilisation, through the trickery and financial 
power of a handful of Jewish manipulators who have all but 
made themselves masters of the world." 

Regarding JOHN 0. BEATY •>.* STEELE stated that 
EEATY is a professor of English at Southern Methodist University 
at Dallas, Texas, and a wartime Colonel in the Army Intelligence 
who helped to prepare daily G-2 reports for the White House. 

STEELE stated that BEATY wrote "The Iren Curtain Over America." 
According to STEELE, Methodist Minister Reverend RALPH L. 

ROY described this book as "the most extensive piece of 
anti-Semitic literature in the history of America's racist 
movementi" "GERALD L, K. SMITH called it ithe most sensational 
book of this generation, * and paid BEATY, and h:i s/oubllshers 
$3»767.00 in 1952 for copies SMITH presumably 

resold. BEATTY denies that he is anti-Semitic. EEATY continues 
that in 'Iron Curtain 1 he explains why its theme is that most 
European and American Jews are not Jews but 'Kx-' , zars. ' His 
theory - endorsed by some other haters - is that these Jews 
are descended from a Mongol tribe known as Khazars' who adopted 
Judaism. BEATY blames the 'Ehazars' for the New Deal, World War II, 
and Communist subversion. In the footnotes of this book he 
quotes such authorities as MC GINLEY's 'Common Sense.' He 
states the charges that he is anti-Semitic are absurd and 
maintains that the'Khazar Jew'is nimself not a Semite. BEATY'S 
attacks on Jews, whether'IChazarst or Semites, are not confined 
to this book. Hate sheets carried letters from him last fall 
declaring that Christmas had become ta buying orgy in which 
money passes from Christian into non-Christan hands. '" 

Concerning JACK B. TENNEY, STEELE states that '^TENNEY 
is the former chairman of the California Committee on Un-American 
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"Activities and is a recent convert to the hate brigade. He 
lost his seat in the State Senate last year after a campaign 
in which he attacked Jews." 

" TENNEY once called GERALD L. K. SMITH a 'racial 

f agitator » but in 1952 was the Vice Presidential nominee of 
SMITH'S Christian Nationalist Party. SMITH contributed to 
his campaign and TENNEY now works for SMITH'S 'The Cross and 
the Flagi ' TENNEY also denies that he Is anti-Semitic but 
has written three pamphlets attacking Jews: ' Zion's Fifth 
Column,' 'Zionist Network,' and 'Zion's Trojan Horse.'" 

" In a 1952 pamphlet defending the work of his committee, 
he gave these views on anti-Semitism: 'There is anti-Semitism 
and it is un-American, but It is not a badge of disloyalty 
to the US, It Is unreasonable and Irrational and It is 
un-Christian and amoral but it isn't a crime. It is as much 
a part of American freedom as is 'antl-GentHJLsm' or a dislike 
of spinach. '" 

Regarding EUSTACE MULLINS, STEELE stated that"he 
is a free lancer of hate, a Virginian In his early thirties and 
his bigoted articles have appeared since 1951 In Common 
Sense' and other hate sheets. " 

" In 1952, an article entitled, 'Adolf Hitler; An 
Appreciation, « appeared under his by-line In the bulletin of 
the National Renaissance Party, since branded by the Un-American 
Activities Committee as neo-Faocist." 

" He was active in the Aryan League of America and 
is credited with the authorship of the 'Rabbi Rabinovich 
oanard' -* a modem version of the forged anti-Semitic 'Protocols 
of the Learned Elders of Zion.' MULLINS worked briefly for 
the Library of Congress as a photographic assistant. He 
was let out in 1952 after Library officials learned of his 
bias. "

1959, efulWdJfrom his own knowledge he could not furnish any 
specific Instance which would prove that CONDE MC GINLEY 
or his associates advocate, condone or incite violence for 
the purpose of denying others their constitutional rights. 

He stated, however, he believes MC GINLEY is a dedicated 
fanatic, and although he will not openly write advocating 
violence, that such can be Inferred from various writings 
in his newspaper, "Common Sense" raid from his cooperation in the 
past with various anti-Semitic and anti-integration groups. 

He stated that in his opinion, it could be concluded from 
MC GINLEY's writing and actions that he desires elimination 
of all minority groups and probably feels that this must be 
accomplished by violence. 


This source was unable to furpieh any specific 
facts to substantiate his opinion that MC GINLEY would advocate 
violence, and based his opinion mainly on various articles which 
have appeared throughout the years in MC GINLEY's literature. 


The publication, "Common Sense," was characterized In 
a report Issued on December 17, 1954, by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities of the United States House of Representatives, 
as a 'hate group" vehicle publishing."some of the most vitriolic 
hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committees" 
According to the report, "Common Sense," depicts Communism as 
Judaism" and devotes its pages almost exclusively to attacks on 
the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in our 
Nation, Sympathy for the former Nazi regime in Germany is 
also injected Into this propaganda, 
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The January 15* 1959 edition of the newspaper 
"Common Sense" carries an article "Ye Shall Know The Truth 
And The Truth Shall Make You Free". This article is critical 
of the Israelis and the Zionists and Is concerned almost 
exclusively with financial help extended to the Israeli 
Government. Tills article was signed by SAMI HADAWI, Assistant 
Director, Palestlne Refugee Office, 801 2nd Avenue, New York 
17, New York. 

The February 1, 1959, edition of the newspaper 
"Common Sense" carries the following article on pages three 
and four: 

"COMMON SENSE ANSWERS SMEARS 

"'The New York Daily News', regarded as the most 
pro-American paper in New York City, allowed David Burk to run 
five articles smearing pro-Americans. Among those American 
patriots the article attempted to smear was Benjamin H. Freedman. 
These articles misquoted Mr. Freedman in such a way that Mr. 
Freedman has sued the Daily News for $200,000. Several years 
ago the Jews picketed the News for several months and withdrew 
most of their advertising. Now the Jewish advertising varies 
from ten pages on week days to 70 on Sunday.

"We also enclose our Issue No. 221 headed 'Right 
Wing Answer to Left Wing Report 1 , in which we show this fake 
report, which was prepared in the office of the American Jewish 
Committee In New York., was leaked to the press by R. L. Kunzig, 
a Zionist who was employed by the committee and discharged 
immediately after this report was leaked to the press.

Photostat 1 ^ an Arab language magazine undated and entitled 
"Akher Sa'a", which was published in Cairo, Egypt. 

This magazine carries a four page article written 
by MOHAMED WAGBI V ?.NDIL. (The Identity of this 
individual i3 nor. known. ) This magazine also contains 
several photographs with Arabic comments. 


On the first page of this pamphlet is a 
photograph of BERNARD BARUCH. The second page contains 
a photograph of NAHUM GOLDMAN, declaring in one of the 
latest Zionist conferences the direction of the 
conspiracy, saying 'It is necessary to sacrifice a 
number of Jews if need be to execute a definite campaign 
to gain our objectives .'['

"Details of the dangerous undertaking began in 
a diversified isavu.nalgn. A campaign waged by all Zionist 
dominated America* newspapers and magazines talking 
voluminously of a fancied'conspiracy. A campaign carried 
on radio and T. V. stations (numbering at least 600) 
programmed President Nasser, strong man of the Near East, 
carrying the Israeli battle from around the armistice 
lines to the heart of America itself. 

"Zionist organizations campaigned across 
America warning of a fearful threat from Arab press 
officers, sent by President Nasser to destroy Zionism from 
its source.

"This, however, does not mean that conspiracies, 
lle3 and deceit are new to Zionism in Amerloa; the 
new thing actually is the strong opposing current whloh 
Zionism faces these days on the same battleground which 
it considered an open territory for itself and its 
intentions. 

"A New Element. 

"This opposing current to Zionism, emerges in 
the form of American Organizations fighting Zionism; they 
move te unravel Zionist methods aimed at dominating 
Amerloa«s government structure. Its economic and military 
organisations. These organizations proceed to give facts, 
names and figures to the Amerioan public; truths to the 
lies which the American public was surrounded with. 

"The forces of Zionism thought at the 
beginning that this news current is nothing but a mere 
summer doud which will quickly disappear, but the 
surprise was much more than they expected; for it was 
evident that this cloud was made out of thick layers that 
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"accumulated over the years and then thunder and 
lightning* came and it rained flooding and oarrying in 
its path all the fences erected by Zionism between 
the American people and truths.

Israel 
considers the World Zionist Organization has completed 
Its primary task by the establishment of the Israeli 
State; and that it is Israeli responsibility alone, 
to direct Jews all over the world; for Israel considers 
herself the official representative of all Jews. 


"Ben-Gurion«s Plans. 

"Tills matter of representation raised a 
serious disagreement between the rulers of Israel 
and the Zionist leaders. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion found it necessary to have 
a strong Zionist movement in the U.S.A., but its strength 
should be confined to its own affairs, and not have 
special rights or privileges in the Israeli Government. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion saw Zionism's primary duty as 
strengthening loyalty among all Jews toward;; Judaism; 
the spreading of the Hebrew Language amongst them, and 
the strengthering of their emotional ties with Israel. 

But as Jews living outside Israel they have nothing to 
say on matters undertaken by the Israeli Government.

"Zionist leaders In America headed by 
Nahum Goldman held completely different views; even 
though both agreed on the necessity of having a strong 
Zionist authority In America. 

"Differences intensified In the years following - 
1950; and Jewish elements In the United States found it nec¬ 
essary tm reconsider its position with regards to 
Israel. Some voices said, that Jews do not have any specific 
obligations towards the new state and therefore they are 
not required to contribute to it. 
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"This policy was warmly endorsed by most Jews in 
America, particularly capitalist investors pressured by Israel 
to invest in the Negev and Galilee districts. 

"These differences crystalized during the last year, 
and became a huge problem threatening the Internal structure 
of the Zionist organization in America; thus necessitating

"Mo£ serious of all is having the press subjected 
to Zionist influences. Zionists' activity in America is 
confined to utilizing the means of press and propaganda to the 
utmost advantage, 

"The leadership of the secret Zionist organization 
saw the mind as the primary mover of any internal or foreign 
policy. Therefore it sought thought control to gain direction 
of action. 



"The number of Zionist newspapers and magazines 
published in the U.S.A, is 213 and this number naturally, 
does not include magazines issued quarterly, periodical 
propaganda publications and radio and T.V’. speeches. Zionist 
activity is centered in New York, where 123 publications are 
published. 


"These facts clarify the extent of the Zionist's 
influence and its propaganda in the largest city in America.

"Heading the list of directing Zionist policy in 
America 1 b Mr. John GateB who is thq responsible official inside 
the Secret Zionist Organization in this regard (propaganda). 
Another is Mr. Murray Snyder who controls public relations 
channels in the American Government, which includes press,

"Some newspapers represent all Zionist religious 
organizations; example is the 'American Zionist’ newspaper which 
was called 'The New Palestine' and had its name changed after 
the creation of the State of Israel. The'New Palestine' considers 
itself spokesman for the Z.O.A. (Zionist Organization of 
America), 

"Anothecnewspaper is 'Hadassah' which is associated 
with the Hadassah organization. 
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"Another is the newspaper ’Mizrahi' which is 
associated with the Mizrahi organization and is evangelistic. 


"In addition to the above-mentioned papers are most 
of the major American newspapers controlled by Zionism 
through the bankers. 


"Plans and Direction 


"Zionist forces In the U . S .A . have 306 organizations 
with thousands of branches all over the country; Moss of these 
organizations are in New York active in defense, political, 
social, educational, fhd religious affairs in conjunction with 
serving Israel anu Zionist activity.

"Major Institutions. 


"Heading the religious institutions is the Zionist 
Organisation of America.

"Hadassah began 46 years ago, under the leadership 
of Hezita Zold and twelve other Jewish women. 

"Hadassah started out under the name of 'Daughters of 
Zion'. Its sphere of Influence and responsibilities increased

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A review of this material reflects that in the main 
the "Arab World'' follows the caption on its masthead, "A monthly 
review of progress in the Arab Countries." This magazine is 
devoted almost in its entirety to the social and economic 
advantages and advancements of the Arab countries. 

The "Arab News arid Views" is a four page pamphlet 
published monthly and sometimes more frequently. This particular 
media is devoted to social, economic and political news relating 
to the Arab countries. 

The social and economic views portrayed are of no 
interest to this inquiry. The political views are favorable 
to the Arab causes and problems; however, in some issues the 
political columns are mildly critical of the Algerian situation 
(1957) and the attempt by Israel to exploit the (UN) Security 
Council for propaganda purposes. 

The AIC press releases which are issued several times 
a month contain such information as: a Cedar Falls release 
of March 27 (1957) regarding a statement before a conference 
on the Middle East sponsored by Iowa State Teachers College 
wherein MUHAMMAD H. EL-FARRA, member of the Syrian Permanent 
Mission to the united Nations blamed Zionist pressure, groups * 
in America for the "unfortunate feeling towards the United

MADOLE Btated, however, that he has, on numerous 
occasions, published material in his publication, principally 
the "National Renaissance Bulletin," concerning matters in which 
a foreign government had an interest. Although MADOLE frankly 
stated he could not afford to be specific in this regard, that 
he did, from time to time, publish in his "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" economic and political material, affecting countries 
other than the United States, He stated that if the material 
in question was pertinent to a particular problem in a foreign 
country, he would supply this particular foreign government, 
either In the United States or abroad, with copies of his 
material dealing with this particular problem. 

When questioned concerning whether the bulk of 
his material was concerned with the so-called Middle East 
countries, MADOLE stated that he did not want to answer that 
question directly, and replied that the information might 
concern any country in the world. MADOLE indicated that he 
would not specify any particular foreign representative 
or foreign government which he had furnished literature 
to,Inasmuch as he did not want to divulge hi3 contacts In 
this regard. 
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MADOLE was questioned whether he had ever received 
any correspondence resulting from his furnishing copies of his 
"National Renaissance Bulletin" to representatives of foreign 
governments. MADOLE stated that he had never received any 
replies from any government to whom he had sent his material 
in which that government had commented on the content of 
his material. MADOLE stated that not only had he not received 
any acknowledgements in sending this material,, but that he 
had not received any remuneration for having directed this 
material to these foreign governments. 

MADOLE stated that during the pa3t several years 
he had obtained quantities of literature published by 
foreign governments which he had stamped with the name of his 
party, the NRP, and had distributed to members of this party. 

He stated he had never sold any of this literature, and 
indicated that it would not be profitable to attempt to 
sell this type of literature. MADOLE indicated that this 
literature was obtained from many different foreign countries 
and was by no means restricted to Arab countries, although 
it was primarily concerned with countries which have a 
strong nationalistic tendency. MADOLE again stated that he 
would not specifically Indicate which countries he had obtained 
literature from, or any specific foreign representative who 
had furnished him with such literature. He explained generally 
this literature dealt with the same aims and objectives which 
the NRP supports. 

Concerning the NRP, MADOLE stated that he had never 
made public the number of its members, and would not do so 
at this time; however, he Indicated that several weeks ago, 
when he was robbed, that over 5,000 names were taken from hiB 
files, and this did not include all the names which he 
maintained. He stated, however, that he did not necessarily 
J mail the bulletin Or other literature to everyone on his 
mailing list. Inasmuch as the cost would be prohibitive. 
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MADOLE would not indicate the number of persons to whom he 
did mail literature, or the number of copies of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin," which are produced each month. He 
added that he knows that his literature has been received 
in all states of the United States, and in many foreign 
countries. MADOLE explained that finances for the party 
are obtained from contributions and from the sale of the 
"National Renaissance Bulletin," and other party literature. 
He stated that he is the only person who is authorized in 
the NRP to print literature, and to his knowledge, no other 
individual has ever used the stamp of the NRP on any 
literature. He indicated he knows of no person in the NRP 
who has been solicited by a foreign covernment to pe rform 
any services. MADOLE identified an ind ividual named 1 | 

as a follower of the NRP fa y .ths-nama of I l ~ 

who resides at_| New York City, but 

indicated that he was not more active than any other NRP 
member, and had never been in contact with any foreign 
government in behalf of the NRP, so far as MADOLE knows. 


MADOLE said that it was his opinion that the 
"New York. Daily News" articles concerning him, 
which had been written by DAVID BURK, were instigated and 
probably written by the Anti-Defamation League of B'nal 
B'rith, in New York City, in an effort to embarrass the 
United Arab Republic Government at a time when It was 
seeking a re-approachment with the United States Government. 
He based this observation on the fact that the November, 
1958, Anti-Defamation League Bulletin contained Information 
and pictures identical to those which later appeared In 
the "Daily News" articles. He cited an example of this was 
information contained In the November, 1958, Antii-Defamation 
League Bulletin concerning HAROLD ARROWSMITH, which appeared 
January 20, 1959, In the "Daily News" articles. 
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On April 13, 1959, NY|_fnade available a photostat 

of a two page undated pamphlet which sets forth background b2 
information concerning BENJAMIN H. FREEDMAN.

"Benjamin H. Freedman, former Industrialist and 
businessman, former owner of the Woodbury Soap Co., and several 
other corporations, was born in New York City.

His never-ending, long hour r- seven day 
week - activity of lecturing, writing and counseling has borne 
fruit over the years. Today he is the confidant of some of 
the biggest'men in the country, and many outside of the country. 

He is recognized as this countryis foremost authority on the 
Palestine and Israel question.

"Mr. Freedman has expended his limit and is unable to 
help the anti-Christ campaign financially in any way.

The current issue of Frank Britton's monthly newsletter, 'The 
American Nationalist’, includes this very significant item: 

'If you read Arabic you will be interested to learn that an 
Arabic translation of our book, "Behind Communism", is now 
available from the Farajalla Press, Box 1012, Beirut, Lebanon.' 

"It means that for the second time, at least, this’ young 
professional anti-Jewlsh agitator has worked a deal for himself 
with the Arabs. The November 1953 issue of his slick-sheet 
publication featured a piece on the Kibya incident, purporting to 
show how 'the parasitic state of Israel added another murderous 
chapter to its already blood-spattered record....' In January, 
Britton got his reward for the article - money from Arab sources. 


"The pay-off was for services rendered; the article 
had been drafted by Omar Haliq of the Arab League, then shipped 
to Britton for publication. With the check went an order for 
more copies of the Britton publication, ten to twenty thousand, 
which the Arab League will underwrite. 

"The Arabs cannot wriggle out of this one. A quick 
perusal of the Britton newsletter reveals that it is one of the 
worst anti-Semitic rags in the United States. On a solid basis 
of co-operation with most of the older professional Jew-baiters, 
Britton conceals nothing.... 

"Britton apparently has still other deals pending with 
the Arabs at this very moment. Earlier this month he was invited 
on behalf of Abdul Kbalek Rassouna, secretary general of the Arab 
League, to come East as a guest of the Arab League, all expenses 
covered, for a private conference. In extending the invitation 
It was explained to Britton that no final commitments could 
be made to him via mail pending the arrival of the new director 
of the Arab League propaganda office (Kamil Abdul Rahim) from 
the Middle East. 
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"Now we understand why Frank Britton Is preoccupied with rewriting 
for his magazine much of the Arab propaganda coming out of the 
Middle East. His stories include charges that Arabs suffer

"RAHIM made some interesting, off-the-record comments about 
American Jews to friends the day he arrived.

there is a better answer. Most Americans do not distinguish 
between Zionists and Jews.

"One of the professional agitators with whom the newly arrived 
RAHIM has been in touch, at least through intermediaries. Is 
GERALD SMITH. 
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"In 1952, SMITH sent out a number of letters to prominent Arabs 
concerning various aspects of the 'Jewish problem' Among those 
to whom he wrote was KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, ambassador from Egypt 
at the time, and when RAHIM*b representative. Colonel MOHAMMED 
ABDEL HALIM KHALIFA, attended the 1952 Republican Convention in 
Chicago, he had an hour's conversation with the Christian 
Nationalist leader. 

"In his report to RAHIM, KHALIFA indicated that he had been very 
favorably impressed by SMITH, whom he characterized as one of 
the principal fighters against Zionism and Jewish influence In 
the United States. Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the 'wonderful cooperation 1 he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-LebaneBe American clubs. Believe It or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states. For a discredited 
rabble-rouser like SMITH to palm off successfully such a 
patently phony promise, KHALIFA must be a man who is quite 
ignorant of the American scene. 

"But apparently SMITH has a way with the Arabs. Back in January 
1953* Dr. AHMED GALAL ABDELRAZEK, Egypt's permanent representative 
to the United Nations, ordered SMITH'S pamphlets for his legation 
and found The Cross and the Flag so stimulating that he purchased 
a hundred subscriptions and expressed an Interest in personally 
meeting its editor, DON LOHBECK. 

"It is interesting also, to note t that the Saudi Arabian delegation, 
subscribing to ten copies of The Cross and the Flag at the sub*- 
scription rate of $2.00 each, sent SMITH a, $120 check for the 
purchase; the $100 gratuity obviously reflected Saudi Arabian 
gratitude. 
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"SMITH must really have put his best fool? forward in Arab circles. 
Our files also show that back in October 1951 he was the subject 
Of extended comment during a meeting at the home of MAHMOUD 
FAWZY BEY, permanent Egyptian representative to the United 
Nations. Six very top official representatives from the Arab 
world attended. Including the Iraqi, Syrian, and Saudi Arabian 
representatives to the UN, and CHALRES MALIK, Lebanese 
ambassador. The Iraqi delegate, AWNI KHALIDY, was holding 
forth. Here is the Bubstance of his remarks: 

"My brothers, my activities last week were concentrated mainly 
on reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation 
against the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters 
from my correspondents in which they reported distributing a 
considerable number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of 
the Arab oau3e at universities in Michigan, Massachusetts, 
California, Washington and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In 
these universities my correspondents work quietly and secretly 
so that Jewish students do not learn about their activities 
or report about them to their espionage agencies. I sent my 
correspondents 1800 copies of a pamphelt which I received from 
my very good friend GERALD SMITH. The sum of it was that the 
cause.of the Arabs is our cause; that we must try to understand 
it; that we imist try to fight for it and learn about it day and 
night; that we should understand that the cause that the Arab 
world defends is real anti-communist democracy, and that the 
Jews are the Inventors of communism and are Its largest supporters; 
that we musl study the Arab ivorld and understand it; that the 
Arab world ia a world founded by honest people, sincere, frank, 
and cherishing democracry. I believe that such a pamphlet will 
touch the hearts of young Americans. Last week I also succeeded 
in obtaining from my government an appropriation of $?000 which 
I will spend exclusively to finance our friends organizing a 
number of meetings. . .

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus in the United 
States, becomes a reality with the opening by the League of 
Its propaganda center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

"According to the current plan, this will be the main 
coordinating point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, 
anti-Israel, and anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various 
activities will originate to rouse public feeling against 
Zionist and the 'all-pervading Jewish influence' on American 
opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation's well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

PRANK BRITTON, . . and others, 

"Dr. OMAR HALIQ, Arab League representative in New York, in a 
comprehensive report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle East, outlined the suggestions and offers of 
assistance he has already reoeived from . . . BRITTON and 
WILLIAMS. On the question of how and under what circumstances 
the Arab Center could proceed to work with these people vjdthout 
provoking accusations of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 
'steady' contact, carried out in secrecy, so as not to hinder 
or *deeply impair' the work of the new Center. 

"Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect 
from these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon 
talks- he himBelf had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time 
later. (After last July.) 

"HALIQ suggested in his report that to rule these men out of the 
Arab propaganda effort, as recommended by friends in the American 
Friends of the Middle East, would be unrealistic, because the 
Arab Center's Mission with regard to Jews is identical with that 
of the anti-Semites."

"Our library has just dropped on this desk the current issue of 
The Cross and the Flag containing a malicious piece entitled: 

'The New Crucifixion in Palestine . 1 SMITH prefaces his very 
detailed story with an admission that it is actually based on 
a memorandum which came to him 'from Jerusalem.' Our files, 
however, indicate that SMITH'S admission is somewhat of an 
understatement. This is what we mean: 1 

"Some months ago, SMITH met with EZZAT TANNOUS in Washington 
about the possibility of publishing TANNOUS' propaganda 
material in his magazine for a fee. The cost would be oh a 
'per line' basis as though it were advertising matter. 

TANNOUS agreed; but since the cost was high, 9 10 a line, he has been 
careful about the quantity forwarded to SMITH. By TANNOUS* 
own admission, there Is only one story in the current Issue of 
The Cross and the Flag submitted by him. 

"In all of SMITH'S distortions about alleged desecrationrof 
Christian holy places he find 3 no room to report the appreciation 
expressed by leaders of the Christian communities to the 
government of Israel for having safeguarded their property and 
for making prompt repairs to damage which occurred during the 
course of fighting. Such statements are available by the Latin 
Patriarch in Jerusalem, the Greek Orthodox Patriarchate and 
the Greek consul general in Jerusalem, the Greek Catholic 
archbishops of Galilee, the special delegate of the Lutheran 
World Federation, and many others. 

"And of course, SMITH has maintained a very careful silence about 
the failure of the Arabs to show the same consideration for 
Jewish religious property In the Old City of Jerusalem. 

Twenty-seven synagogues were razed to the ground. The historic 
cemetery on the Mount of Olives where Jews had been laid to rest 
for generations was sacrilegiously plowed up and the headstones 
reduced to dust. 





"When we first learned of the GERALD SMITH-EZZAT TANNOUS arrange 
ment, we asked our library to run through recent issues of The 
Cross and the Flag and mark off the pro-Arab material. Of 
course we do not know whether the following two items are the 
result of the SMITH-TANNOUS arrangement, but their substance 
fascinates us: 


"In the August 1954 issue we find the following: 

"We (GERALD SMITH) were received by the Ambassador from Egypt 
and his staff. They are the ones who represent the new govern¬ 
ment of Egypt in the United Nations. There are Jews in Egypt, 
but the Jews are not running Egypt, It Is the Intention pf the 
Internationalist clique, directed by Jewish and British 
politicians, to starve Egypt out by denying her the proper world 
trade facilities. The trick is to force her to trade with Russia 
if possible, so that propaganda can be put out In the U.S. that 
Egypt is pro-Russian. Then the American people will be taught 
by the jews to hate Egypt thus exploiting the American antip¬ 
athy for Communism, . „ .Egypt refuses to recognise the Jew- 
Palestine Government on the grounds that It is an Invasion. 

The Ambassador, whose name is ABDEL HAMEID GHALEB, is a Moslem. . 


"In his June 1953 Issue, SMITH'S 'Letter No 
’Dearest mother,' reads in part as follows: 


"One of the most outspoken delegations concerning the world 
situation is the delegation representing Lebanon, which is 
one of the Arab states. We Interviewed this delegation and 
confirmed many important and sensational facts which we already 
knew. Jew-Zioni3ts captured Palestine with the help of England 
and the United States, driving a million Arabs out of their homes 
and their places of business to suffer and die in the desert. 

Many of these people were refined and cultured people living in 
lovely homes. The jews not only came in and stole their homes 
and their farms, but they froze the bank accounts, looted their 
safety deposit boxes, stole their cattle, swine and orange groves, 
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"using the prestige and power of the United States and Western 
governments to support their lootings. . . . 

"If SMITH'S allegations seem vaguely familiar to you, there is 
good reason for it. You have read these statements many times 
before In Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels impelled to rewrite all hi3 source 
material; he has earned the right to consider his style 
inimitable, after all the years he has spent on it."

"Library to Research 

"An examination of recent issues of SMITH'S The Cross and the 
Flag against propaganda emanating from the Arab Middle East 
shows that he has echoed a very large part of it, viz., editorials 
the 'Israeli Invasion of Palestine' combined with pleas for Arab 
refugees and charges of church desecration by Jews; articles 
accusing Israel of peddling opium; stories accusing the Jews of 
using the United Nations to create war upon the Arabs; items 
claiming that the Jews want peace with the Kremlin but war with 
the Arabs; editorials in behalf of the Arabs and endorsing such 
booklets as The Palestine Refugees, etc., etc. 

"Most of these Items in SMITH'S magazine appeared previously in 
substantially the same form in Arab literature, radio broadcasts, 
or official releases. Those that SMITH thought of first appeared 
later in Arab propaganda." (P. 353 )

"The answer as to why there is such a deadly parallel between the 
propaganda of official Arab representatives in the United States 
and local American anti-Semites lies In the close behind-the- 
scenes cooperation between the two groups. The fact of such 
cooperation is absolutely documented by suqh letters as the one 
Dr. TANNOUS wrote from New Y° rk to a colleague three days ago. 
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"Indicating with apparent regret that he will have to register 
in the United States as a foreign agent, TANNOUS goes on to 
describe 'the pro-Arab Americans' with whom he will have to 
deal on the domestic scene: 

"These Americans can be divided into two categories. The first 
consist of decent and honest Americans who do not know enough 
about the Jewish plot in Palestine and who could be well in¬ 
fluenced. They are not aggressive but honest. They will not 
help us in any 'big way,' but their influence on the US public 
opinion is steady and important. They include Church people, 
some relief organizations, and others. The second category 
consists of what the Jews call anti-Semites. I have seen some of 
them and although I cannot say the same thing of all of them, 
there are some who can do a lot of things to our cause. I have 
met people like .... GERALD SMITH, a strong anti-Zionist with 
a tremendous following (who helped us in his publications by 
some articles we have sent him), . . . Our contacts with them 
have been careful to avoid accusations by strong Jewish organi¬ 
zations, like the Anti-Defamation League (which is called here 
the Gestapo of the Jews). But we remain always on our defensive 
to prevent wrong interpretations of our actions." (P. 356.)

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Ihe book "Cross Currents" contains the following 
passages concerning ROBERT H. WILLIAMS: 

"October 10, 1953 

"Middle Eastern Correspondent to Research 

"Several days ago Omar Haliq responded favorably to a 
proposition he received through the mails from Robert Williams. 

In September, Williams contacted the Arab League with an offer 
to prepare a 12-page pamphlet on various phases of the Israeli- 
Arab controversy, including a report on the alleged pro-Israel 
activities of the Anti-Defamation League and the American Jewish 
Committee. Williams offered to do the complete job, furnishing 
suitable names from his mailing list to aid distribution, for 
the 'bargain price' of $2000. 

"Haliq asked Williams for an outline of the proposed brochure 
for submission to Cairo. Haliq hoped that the suggested project 
would be approved and he offered to assist Williams in its 
preparation in any way he could. 

"But Haliq does not make the decisions; his approval alone is 
meaningless. 

"October 11, 1953 

"Library to Research 

"This Is to remind you that the tentative Haliq-Wllliams deal 
Is not the first time Williams has tried to do business with 
the Arabs.. In the spring of last year, before the political 
conventions, Williams got in touch with Abed Bouhafa, correspondent 
for the influential Cairo daily, 'A1 Misri', and pointed out the 
danger to the Arab cause In a 'Zionist-supported' candidate 
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"receiving the nomination. Williams had, he said, a scheme to 
spike such a move which deserved the support of Arab newspapers 
and suggested getting together with Bouhafa to talk the matter 
over. 

"Williams' strenuous efforts to sell his services to Arab 
representatives in the United States is a long-time thing. 

Read the following letter to Bauhafa from Williams after the 
latter sold the Syrian Minister a bill of goods:

"The Hon. Paiz El-Khourl, Minister for Syria, writes that he 
has talked with you about my unfinished manuscript 'A Gentile 
Looks at the Jewish Problem' and that your paper might possibly 
be interested in publishing the book in Arabic, when it is 
finished. 

"I think I would be greatly Interested in such a proposition. 

"The book really is finished, but requires much revising and 
reducing. It now stands at something over 500 pages of double¬ 
spaced typed manuscript and should be reduced to not more than 
300 pages, I should think. Furthermore, on the chapter dealing 
with the destruction of Rome and the two chapters dealing with 
the destruction of Russia, I must do some more research. 
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"I doubt that the book can be ready before fall. 

"Meanwhile, it occurs to me that your paper might want to 
publish In Arabic one or both of the two booklets which I am 
sending you separately: 'The Anti-Defamation League and Its 
Use in the World Communist Offensive' and 'FEPC and the 
Minority Machine'. 

"If your paper wants to publish them, in book or booklet form, 

I would be agreeable to the customary royalty arrangement. If, 
in addition to the booklets, or without publishing them as 
booklets, your paper should want to print them serially in 
its columns, then I would welcome a reasonable offer of 
remuneration. 

"May I hear from you £t your convenience?

U NLIKE legitimate publishers who pay for editorial content, the hate press 
often works in reverse, collecting for its propaganda. So it is with Frank L. 
Britton |sec: Facts, Mar. I 955 |, the )) year-old publisher of a slick, four-page, 
anti-Semitic fortnightly called The American Nationalist. 

In his Nov. 2), 195) issue Britton, who operates out of Inglewood, Calif., fea¬ 
tured a slanted, inflammatory piece on the Kibya incident to show how "the para¬ 
sitic state of Israel added another chapter to its already blood-spattered record . . .” 
Last January he got his reward—a S5 00 check from the Arab League. Made payable 
to The American Nationalist, it was signed by Rachad Mourad, former Egyptian 
consul general in New York who has since moved up to a new job as propaganda - 
chief in Washington, with diplomatic rank of counsellor. 

The payoff was for services rendered: the article had been written by Omar 
Haltq of the Arab League, then shipped to Britton for publication. With the 
check came an order for more copies, 10- to 20,000, which the Arab League will 
underwrite. 

Rachad plans more such ’"publishing deals” with Britton in the future.
